How do the minute organisms that 


cataa typhoid fever and other kindred 
diseases, get into the human body? 
Bred in cess pools and other places 
wherejfilth collects, what road do they 
take to the insides? A most important 
question, and happily.J how well an- 
swered. Water is the usual channel. 
The foul matters percolate through the 
closest soils, and enter wells, and other 
sources of water supply, and are drank 
or introduced through some form of 
food. We will relate a few instances 
that are well known to all decently read 
medical men. Three years ago, one of 
the mojt aristocratic districts of London 
was suddenly the scene of a wide spread 
outbreak of typhoid fever. The family 
of a prominent physician was among 
the victims. The disease appeared sud- 
denly in several houses, and spread 
with great rapidity. 
An immediate and 


thorough investigation into the con- 
dition of the sewers and water supply 
was had, and nothing found. 
Finally 


the physcian thought of the milk that 
was furnished 
the district. It was 


found that the milk used in every house 
where there was tyhoia fever, came from 
a certain dairy, and on examining this 
milk farm, it was found further that the 
cows were well cared for, had none but 
first quality of food, and the water 
given them was pure, but the water 
used t» wash the various utensils iu 
use, and the cans iu which the milk was 
/sent to London, was taken from a small 
btook; it was found that an old, and 
unknown sewer ran near it in one place, 
and this sewer had leaked into the 
brook. The causs of more than siity 
cases of typhoid fever, eleven of which 
were fatal, was thus discovered. 
The 


disease had been caused in the milk, 
and that was^con laminated by the water 
used to wash the cans. Prince Albert 
was killed by sewer gas that came iuto 
his room through a crack in the wall, 
and this crack communicated with an 
old sewer that had beenjorgotton, and 
unused for years. Within five years 
the Royal families of Europe, have 
buried siz of their number from sewer 
gas poisoning. 
Water may be as clear 


as. crystal and be perfectly clean to the 
taste, yet badly poluted. No amount 
of filtering will make water that is sower 
poisoned, fit for aee; the organisms that 
carry the disease, are too minute to be 
filtered out of any cess pool or sink for 
dish water. The water from a well 
may remain pure for someyeais, but 
the time will come when the foul mat- 
ters will percolate through fifty or even 
a hundred feet of soil, and scatter death 
to all who drink or use the water. There 
tire at least one hundred wells in the 
town of Bano, the water from which 
never should be used. We know of a 
well that has within twenty five feet of 
it, five privy vaults, used and covered 
up. There ii not a well within the 
thickly settled f&ri of the town, that 
ought not to be filled np. They may 
not be poisoned now, but the day will 
soon come when they will add their 
victims to the long list that has gone 
before. Just now S»n Francisco is 
alarmed at the terrible death rate, und 
the imperf«ct sewerage ia the causa of 
it all. Situated as Reno is, at the base 
of a high mountain range, swept daily 
by fierce winds, with a river of the very 
best water running through the town, 
it is a downright crime for us to have 
among us typhoid fever, diptheria and 
Scarlatina or any ('isease that is caused 
by sewer poison. In our neit we will 
give some direction for disposing of 
sewerage.

here at the Mexican and other legations 
that on the 14th of January Guatemala 
offered a treaty to Mexico, which will 
be accepted, freely ceding to Mexico the 
section of country about which there 
has been a boundary dispute, and agree- 
ing to establish the boundary according 
to the claims of Mexico. This is rather 
a comical ending to Blaine's proposed 
intervention in faver of Guatemala, 
which he sought to justify on grounds 
which the Mexican Secretary of State, 
it will be remembered, showed him to 
be untenable, for the reason that Bluine 
had omitted to inform himself of the 
history and facts of the dispute. 


The Senate yesterday afternoon took 


up the Anti-polygamy bill (to amend 
Section 5,342- of the Revised Statutes 
in reference to bigamy, and for other 
purposes,) and the amendments pro- 
posed by the Committee on Judiciary 
were read and agreed to up to the fifth 
section, which authorizes the President 
to grant amnesty to classes of offenders 
guilty, before the passage of the Act, of 
bigamy, polygamy or unlawful cohabi- 
tation, on such conditions as he shall 
think proper.

amendments were discussed, when the 
session closed, with the understanding 
that the measure should be proceeded 
with at once after the morning business 
to-day. 


Snowden, of the Philadelphia Hint, 


was before the House Committee on 
Coinage yesterduy in reference to the 
extension of thut Mint, and in the 
course of th« discussion upon coinage 
generally he recommended that, instead 
of establishing branch mints, superin- 
tendents of assay offices be authorized 
to issue bullion certificates for bullion 
deposited there. 
His recommendation, 


s that 
superintendents 
of assay 


offices be compelled to receive both 
;old and silver bullion on depesit and 
issue 
to 
depositors' certificates 
in 


amounts of $10 and upwards therefor, 
payable to bearer, and that these certifi- 
cates shall nt once enter into the gen- 
eral circulation of the country. Snow- 
den said this would be much cheaper 
than to establish branch mints and 
would serve substantially the same pur- 
pose. This suggestiou met with decided 
favcr in the minds of the committee. 
Snowden was asked if he did not think 
the issuance of these certificates would 
tend to bring silver up to par wiih gold, 
and he replied in the affirmative. 
The 


committee will give this subject due at- 
tention.

Plugging 
Diamond 
Drill 


Holes. 


It is no sasy matter to plug up a dia- 


mond drill bole from whioh there is a 
strong flow of vrnter, frequently under 
great pressure. 
When u hule is to be 


plugged tbtre lire forced iuto it small 
bugs of beaus aud fiaxseed. The ping 
—made of dry pine and from ten to fif- 
teen/cut in length—is driven in nft«r 
tbase bags and forces them forward iii 
the drill hols. Also, a hole is some- 
limes bore'd into the end of the plug, 
which hols is filled with flaxseed. The 
fiaxseed and beans are caused to swell 
to such an extent' by the hot water that 
the hole is as compactly filled as though 
closed with molte.i lead. So says the 
Enterprise.

The Wetter in Yellow Jacket. 


The Virginia Chronicle says there is 


no abatement in the flow of Water in 
Yellow Jacket. It comes from the Ex- 
chequer mine, which ia worked through 
the Jacket shaft, and as it is reported 
to 'hare been struck in west country 
rock it is likely to prove a body of con- 
siderable size. The Yellow Jacket is 
flooded from the 3000 level to a point 10 
feet above the 2800. The flow' is about 
120 miner's inches. As a miner's inch 
is equal to about twalve and a half gal- 
lons a minute, it will be "seen that the 
present flew is 1,500 gallon's per iiimnte, 
or 90,000 gallons an hour. The Jacket 
pumps are now raising bat 75,000 gal- 
lons an hour, and the water is 'conse- 
quently gaining. From the 2800 level 
of the Jacket the water flows into Bel- 
cher, and from tbe'?860 level of Bel- 
cher into Overman. The Crown Point 
and Belcher pumps at the joint shaft 
are to be started which will relieve the 
water-flow in Beloher, and probably 
lighten the work of the Jacket pumps to 
the extent of 22 miner's iuchep, or 275 
gallons a minute. If so the Jacket 
pumps vrill be able to handle the balance 
of the water if there is no increase in 
the flow.
